New Finance Minister Presents a Clear and Comprehensive 
Statement of Dominion Finances--Canada’s

Ottawa—tHion. W. T. White deliver. 
ed his firet budget speech, presenting 
to the house a financial statement 
showing for the current fiscal year a 
magnificent curp.us of thirty-nine mil- 
lion dollars, 
the most lueld and comprehensive ex- 
positions of national finance ever giv- 
en in parliament. 

The budget contained no epecial 
features beyond the announcement of 
the surplus. Thar are to be no tariff 
changes and steei Bountias are not to

The dec 
this respect was reached by the sov- 
ernment after a great deal of very 
careful consideration, in which no 
phase of the situation was over.ooked. 
Mr. White stated that in view of le- 
gislation establishing a tariff cominis:

Requests for tariff changes had 
been made, but there appeared to be 
no need so urgent that it could not 
wait.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON XIIL—FIRST QUARTER, 
FOR MARCH 24, 1912. 


Text of the Lesson, Mark ii, 13.22, 
Memory Verses, 16, 17—Golden 
Text, Mark ii, 17—Commentary Pre- 
,Pared by Rev. O. M. Stearns. 

The call of Matthew, the first part 


of today's lesson, is found in Matthew 
and Luke, as 


well as in Mark. But 
the rest of the lesson, ineluding 
Matthew's entertainment, and the 


parables of the new and old coth and 
the new and old wine ave found ouly 
in Mark and Luke. In ail the 
and words of Jesus we must see God 
the Father 
as these:

His compassion Upon 
the multitude and His readiness to 


teach them, no matter how weary He 
Was, is Our eXample that we may fol- 
low Hie steps in this as wel as in 
His meekness and patience «Ul Pet, 
ii, 21), 

Maithew the publican (Matt. x, %) 
or Levi, as he is called by Mark and 
Luke, may have been turning to 
Christ in his heart, as probably Zac 
cheus) dod. while continuing with 
doubt in his unpopular calling and 
longing to be done with {t. We might 
infer this from the readiness with 
which he left all and rose up and fol- 
lowed Jesus. Many are stf!l) being 
called, but few are ready to follow so 
promptly. Something of Matthew's 
gratitude because Jesus called him ts 
seen in the great feast which he made 
for Jesus in his own house, inviting a 
great company of publicans and sin- 
hers thereto. To see Him ea! with 
publicans and sinners was to the self 
righteous Pharisees a great stumbling 
block, for it was their way to have no 
fellowship with such nor any love for 
thelr souls, rather to pass by on the 
other elde of the street and to say, 
"God, I thank Thee that I am not as 


other men * © © or even as this 
publican” (Luke xvill, 11). They 
hever said anything more beautiful 
or true concerning Him than when 
they said, “This man receiveth sin- 
hers and ceateth with them” (Luke 
xv, 2). The words of Jesus to them 


at this time are both a parable and 
its explanation, the parable being, 
“They that are whole have no need 
of the physician, but they that are 
sick.” and His explanation of it, “I 
come not to call the righteous, but 
sinners, to repentance.” These 
words and those concerning the old 
and new cloth and wine are found 
also in Matt, ix, 10-17, and seeminely 
in the same connection as here, but 
according to the gospel harmony the 
record in Matthew referred to a later 


incident, fe 6that:©6as it may, His 
words are more than time or place, 
and we Knew that Ile did repeat some 
of His words--as, for example, the 
Sertnon on the Mount and the Sermon 
on the Plain Matt, v to vil and Luke 
} V4, 17-49)
